But s well-known oil man, who is more
than s little producer himslf, was better in-
clined to talk on the affuirs of the great am-

Joe Craig is a Iarge owner, and there
are reveral other prominent producers who
would like to be. All the pipe lines in
Pittsburg and the vieinity have been around
bunting for the producers. 4

“This business war also s psrt B¢ M.
O'Day’s mission. The grest oil eompany,
which is known as the richest |
in the world, counld never think of allowing
anybody to control the oil production of the
Crafton field, to be piped into Pittaburg by
any other concern but the Standard 0il
Company.

0'DAY WENT AWAY DELIGHTED.

“Had the Btandard lost that job their
trade in Pittsburg would have been mmch
affected. Bat Mr. O'Day went away with
the sasurance that all would be right for the
Biandard ©il Company this time.

“But it is not only the produet which the
Standard is after; they want to control the
whole field. The wells which have been
drilled so far are all pretty good wells, aver-
sging from 100 to 150 barrels of oil per day.
The ficld is very large, in fact, on aoccount
of the little drilling which has been done as
yet, its extent cannot mow be properly resl-
ed. However, the close vicinity of the
dimrict to Pittsburg makes it s strong com-
petitor to the Standard if it gets in other
haods. i

*It was for the purpose of buying up all
the small producers that Mr, O'Day was in
Pittsbure; but, although it isnot certainly
known that this deal was completed as well
s the foriver, there is no doubt that its
realization is only & question of & very few
days."
